Disracli's Financial Policy.

The London Times of Augusi 27 contains the
Jollowing:—

A disuinguished statesman wins wont to avow
the opinion that the best test by which a man
cou'd be jndyged might be found in snswer to
the question whether he pays his way., We
should be loth to commit ourselves to so sweep-
ing on opinion, rememberiog, as we must, that
Mr. Pitt snd Mr, Fox, ditferent in all else,
agreed in this—that they were both over head
and eare in debt; but, judged by a purely poli-
tical standard, what better test of the capacity
of governing can be suggested? All bad goy-
ernment, a8 Mr. Carlyle remarks in his diagno-
sl of the French revolution, ends in lusolvency.
The tem ptation of 8« weak minister is corruption,
and corruption mesns nerepsed expenditure
and increased expenditure means r&-pvntﬂi
deficlencies, The weakness of anincompetent
minister is extravagance, and extravagance lias
the same ultimate result as corruption.

It will be seen on examination that the liberal
administration bequeathed to thelr successors
an expenditure in process of reduction, and that
Mr. Disraell has mansged to change the order,
and to convert a yearly decrease into a yearly
addition to the pational charge. In 1862 our
expenditure for evergthing except public debt
was little more than £43,000,000, This is a fact
which should be kept in mind, It is not by any
meaus the minimum atlained by the late Goy-
ernment, but it i a useful standard of com-
purigon for subsequent years, Conslder what
followed. The next year saw a reduction,
and the next year and the vext, They were
the years duripg which Mr. Gladstone was at
the finsucial belm, and the facts cannot
be disputed, A gross opliopal expenditare
of £43,000,000 in 1862 fell to £40,540,000
in 1863, was brought down to £40,000,000 in 1864,
and to £39,680,000 in 1865, We bave thus a re-
duction of more than three milhons —of £3,320,-
000— 'n three years, This does not exhibit the
full extent of our national progress. As each
year bryught forth a surplus there was esch year
1 reduction in the form of an abolition of taxa-
tion, and in the process of reduction account was
taken of a pos-ible incrense in the several
branches of income and a remission effected
accordingly. Thus it happens that the taxes
remitted exceeded the apparent amount of
the reduction of expenditure. The surpluzes
secured were applied towards the reduction
of the national debt; the prosgocllve and
greater surpluses were applied in the remission
ol taxation, In 1563-4 the balunce of taxation
reduced was £4 616,000, In 18064-5 this balance
was £3,185,000. In 1865-6 it was £5,348,000, In
1866-7 it was £600,000. In the lour years we
have a total of taxuiion reduced or abolished
of po less than £13,603,000. But in 1806-7 the
scale was turned, The conservative Minisiry
came into power and the balunce was at once
thrown the other wny. We are now only
stating facts; we wili consider presently the
apology presented for them; but what are the
facts ?  In three years the optionul expenditnre
has grown, says Mr. Childess, from £39,680,000
to £44,730,000. The elasticity ol the revenuo
bes gone and the expenditore nas increased,
Every item of charge has been swollen, We
bave had to pay more lor the army., We have
had to pay more for the nuvy. We huve had,
in a still greater proportion, 1o pay more for tue
civil services, The very charges of colleclion
have increased,

Telegeaph Cables to Amevica—Commers
cinl Harmony.

The Loudon Times, of the 28th olt,, says: —

“1t seems to be well understood that the new
Freneh Atlantie Telegtaph Compuny and the
Epnghsh one will work with a rational under-
standine to develop without contentious rivalry
the utmost capubilitics of the service., From
the day of the successinl working of the English
ciable it was nlmost universally regarded as a
certiaiuty thal the fold would foon be entered
by many competitors, while in some quarters
there was a di-position to behieve that the
branch of enterprise would create the basis of a
new revival of wild speenlation. If any more
companies, however,should hereulter be tormed,
it will be entirely through mismaungement on
the part of the existinog onss, It was in-
dispensable that the Continent shoald have
an  independent line, and France was
fta natoral sturtipg  polut: but there 1s
peither political nor other pecessity for addi-
tionkl communication, and any future incresse
in the number of cables should come as a result
merely of the pressure of business consequent
upon the ekill and vigilance of the managess of
the present lines in censelessly secking to glve
new facilitles and to reduce their charges, by
enteriainive in concert every practical sugges-
tion that may from time to time be presented
for the purpose. Il any one company existed
there would always be the danger of its mau-
agement (nihing nonder the influence of a clique
who would prevent every new ides from reach-
ing the Bourd, but any such result will be
improbable whben two separate nations are

coucerned. Under these circumstances
the prospeets of the undertaking seem
#s free from risks as could be hoped

for in any work whalever of public magnol-
tude, The fact that npearly one hall the
length of the eable will bgp in o depih of water
luvolving no peril of apy kind, aud that the
other half will Le in depths frem whieh, in case
of accident, the piacticability of recovery has
alrcady been demonstrated; fusures 1o a great
extent the fultllment of the enterprise withouot
the likelthood of sany expense beyond such us
has wheady been fully providea for: while, as
regards income when success shall have been
achieved, the shareholders enn eotertain not
only the knowleage that the existing profits of
Atlantie telegraphy conid be divided with hand-
some regults between two compsoies, bat Lthat
wide conviction prevails that these profits form
but o small proportion of those destined to be
attained when the lutercourse between the two
hemwispheres shall have been satficiently opened
up

About one week
afier the biting ocenrred, unmistakable symp-
toms were manifested, The first decided evi-
dence was given by the girl menacing and ran-
nivg aiter Mre, Brasier, who was rescued by her
800, James Brasicr, who ecaught the girl and
tied her, but in doiLg eo Martha scrached him,
from the elfects of which he bins since gone mad,
and 15 pow in the asylum at Hopkinsyidle, His
condition is nimost as bad as that of the glrl,
After this beeame known in the ueighborhood,
a meetine was held by the people, snd they sen-
teneed the girl to be shot,

“The execution of the sentence was delayed
and finally revoked, ana it was decided to send
the girl to the lunatic asylum at Lexington. as
that is the only institution in the State where
colored patents ot this charncrer are recelved.
Tne dog that has caused all this trouble bit a
little cor ut Hopkinsville rome eight or ten days
ago, and it is suld that the vietim died from the
edecte of the bite, Every officer but one in
Chrietian county declined” to tnke the girl in
charge to deliver her tothe keeper of tne asylum
it Lexington, This one {8 Deputy Sheritf James
A. Bobbift. To prevent the possibility of further
harm to others, as the girl was constantly trying
to bife or tcratch her costodians, her tor and
finger nails were closely trimmed, and her teeth
were knocked out! It §8 impossible to keep
clothes upon her, and she was all day yesterduy
In her cell nukeq.

*Oue remarkable fact connected with this case
is that the patient refuses to taste food ot uny
Kind, or to drink water. Bhe 1s 0 obstinale in
this particular that Sheriff Bobbatt informs s
that 1t has been (welve days sinee she has taken
nourishment of any description, or swallowed
a drop of water, She has not bad a lucid iu-
teryal since the attack, but has slepl, Her
conduct in the ce'l i8 boisterovs, and indicates
uo bouily pain. She will siog. call the nam»s
ol acquain’'arees, whistle, curse, jump, sud
wallow about ou the floor, If you spesk to her
she will auswer you, but not intelligently.
Several phyegictans of this cliy were to have
vigited her yesterday, but we pelleve they did
not. The doctors do mot agree in estimativg
the character of the attack. br. A, A. Rowland,
o! Christinn county, pronounces it monomunia,
while others say that it is elearly hydrophobia,
to the latter of which opinions we incline; but
we leave them o determine tbe noint. We huve
given & concise statement of the facts ny they
were given to us by the officer haviog her In
chaige.”

FROM CALIFORNIA.

Affnirs in Alaska—How the New Regime
Works,

EAN Fraxcisco, Bept. 9.—General Halleck
furpishies reliable informatlon in regard to
abuses exlsting in jAlaskw, which have been
mude the subject of u speclal investigation
during his recent visit to this territory. Much
of the dissatislaction among the natives arises
from the fact that the Japan Company carried
on a sort of patriarchal government, taking
charge of everyboly and everything in the
sctllement, Under the new regime, the people
are thrown upon their own resources, and do
not undersiand the change yet. The immediate
effect of introducing a number of strangze whits
traders, adventurers, and soldiers has had s bad
eflect on & semi civilized community like that of
Alagka, and tbe habits ot the new comers and
thelr method of civilizing the natives, otten
take the form of mistrusting them in full.

General Halleck did not find it necessary to
court-martisl any officer, though probably
many changes willk take place before matters
work smoothly, .

Itis sald that Hutchinson, Koho & Co,,the suc
ceegors of the Russian Fur Compauy, are In
occupation of & building which apparently, by
the (reaty ehould belong to the United States,
but if uny wroug has been done to the Govern.
ment it was by Prince Waksutofl, the recog-
nized agent of Russin, who delivered the

property in question to the firm instead of to
tieneral Roussesu, the agent of the United
Btates. Itis also reported that men and their
families have been deported from place to place,
the presumption being that the removals were
made aguinst their will, they being sent from
Bitka to Kodiak and the Amoor river; but, so
far as the military authorities kuow they need
